$17,000 expended tor the bureau of cor­ 
porations, which is now in the federal 
trade commission and not connected 
with the department. 
For the publications of the depart­ 
ment— that is, for the

and 
pamphlets— there was expended $309,- 
352.01 during the fiscal year 1916, as 
compared with $301,666.94 in the pre­ 
ceding year, an increase of less than 3 
per cent.

Is the world war to end as the re­ 
sult of the propositions made by the 
central powers Tuesday, 
or 
is the 
German chancellor only making an­ 
other move on the diplomatic chess 
boa rd ? 
Right now it would be hard to ans­ 
wer these questions with any degree 
of certainty, and any one desiring to 
possess a reputation 
for good judg­ 
ment respecting world affairs would 
hardly dare to hazard a guess as to 
the outcome of the sensational off** 
made by the Teutonic allies. 
As yet, of course, the full details of 
the propositions are not known, but 
enough have been 
made 
public by 
which an idea may be formed as ie 
what those making them desire as a 
basis of settlement of the great con­ 
flict. And taking them as a whole It 
may be said without hesitation that 
the Ententes will not consider then? 
seriously for a moment. 
Restoring the status 
quo existing 
before the war, 
with 
the exception 
made—the creating of two new king­ 
doms out of 
Polish 
and Lithunian 
territory, the restoration of captured 
German colonies, 
the 
taking from 
Serbia of territory belonging to her 
before the war and 
the 
holding af 
Alsace and Lorraine 
by Germany— 
looks too much like a victory for the 
central powers to set well well with 
them at this stage of affairs. 
Suck 
terms of settlement seem more like 
those that would be demanded if the 
Ententes were already conquered and 
suing for peace. 
At least, so it ap- 
pears to the 
ordinary 
observer on 
this side of the world. 
As a matter of fact, the allies are 
not whipped yet. They may be get­ 
ting the worst of th e-fighting at the 
present time, and undoubtedly they 
are on the eastern fronts, but they 
are a long way from 
being 
at the 
mercy of their foes. Indeed, the fact 
is 
that 
they 
are 
much 
better 
oft 
now 
than 
they 
were 
dur­ 
ing the first months of the war, and. 
according to reports, are stronger at 
the present time in men 
and muni­ 
tions than they have 
been 
at 
any 
time since the German drive on Bel­ 
gium began. 
And 
Great Britain has 
but just placed 
at 
the 
head of its 
government the man to whom can be 
attributed all the 
success 
that has 
come to it during the 
entire period 
of hostilities. It is reasonable to sup­ 
pose that w-ith this change in govern­ 
ment, from which 
so 
much is ex­ 
pected, which as yet has been given 
no opportunity of demonstrating w hat 
it can do, the nation will not 
grasp 
very eagerly at the terms suggested— 
terms ihat offer 
them 
nothing but 
peace w-hjle giving their enemies sub­ 
stantial 
concessions. 
It 
is 
even 
doubtful lf. with the spirit prevailing 
in both England 
and 
France, 
they 
would accept 
terms 
which 
offered 
them some of the things 
for 
which 
they have said they are fighting; for 
instance, the restoration to France of 
Alsace 
and 
Lorraine, 
taken 
from 
them in 
the 
Franco Prussian 
war. 
They would demand more than that, 
for while France 
might be satisfied, 
Great Britain, Italy and Russia, 
to 
say nothing 
of 
the 
Balkan 
states, 
would insist 
on 
reaping some bene­ 
fits also. 
Therefore, on the face of 
things, it would seem as if Tuesday's 
proposals may amount to nothing, ex­ 
cept to make good new spaper, reading 
for a few days and to place the Teu­ 
tons before the world as being anx­ 
ious for peace. But it must be remem­ 
bered that diplomacy has strange and 
devious ways of reaching an objec­ 
tive point and that' in affairs of this 
character much is asked that is not 
expected to be ganted. The greatest 
difficulty to overcome in these situa­ 
tions is to get one of the belligerents 
to make the first move—to indicate a 
desire for peace. This has been done 
and by it the first start has been made 
which is a tremendous move in the 
right direction.

A PERILOUS SITUATIO N. 


From the St. .Joseph Newg-Press. 
After telling that, under the terms 
of the national defense 
act. it was 
expected that th* 
national 
guard by 
1920 should con is! of 17.000 officers 
and 440,000 men. General Hugh Scot*, 
chief of staff, in his 
annual 
report 
says that in the Mexican crisis only 
151,090 
national 
guardsmen 
were 
mobilized. Of these there were HO - 
957 on the border 
on 
July 31, and 
40,139 in state mobilization camps. In 
other words, 
while 
the 
president’s 
call 
was 
broad 
enough 
to 
have 
brought 248,440 men 
to 
the border, 
the best that could be done was to 
get together 151,090 national guards­ 
men, even when extra efforts at re­ 
cruiting were attempted. 
’'Yet/* says General Scott, “in what 
is considered by the 
government a 
grave emergency, when the national 
guard is mobilized for service on the 
southern frontier, to protect the lives 
of American men, women and child­ 
ren, recruiting is found so difficult 
that many of ifs organizations have 
not yet, over three months after the 
call, been raised 
to 
even minimum 
peace strengh, and likewise the units 
of the regular army and the organ­ 
ized militia have not been -recruited 
to the minimum peace 
strength au­ 
thorized in the newr national defense 
act. Every effort has been made, in 
many cases an actual house to house 
canvass being undertaken 
to 
r* ^ain 
ecruits for the militia.” 
General Scott tells 
me failure of 
recruiting. “This may 
be illustrated 
in the state of New York, in which,*’ 
he says, “the militia organization w-as 
very much above the average. From 
August 2 to Sept. 6 only 351 recruits 
were obtained at an average cost ne­ 
cessitated by the keeping up of re­ 
cruiting parties 
at 
$40 
per recruit. 
This was the cost to merely get the 
man. The system speaks for itself in 
dollars and cents, 
which 
is readily 
understood by the average man. 
In 
the state 
of 
Massachusetts twenty 
recruiting stations were established; 
between August I and Sept. 25 they 
enlisted only 189 recruits. 
“In my judgment,* 
says 
General 
Scott, “the country 
will 
never 
be 
prepared for defense until we do as 
other great 
nations 
do 
that 
have 
large interests to guard, like Germa­ 
ny, Japan and France, where every­ 
body is ready and does perform mili­ 
tary service in time of peace, as hp 
would pay every 
other 
tax, 
and is 
willing to make 
sacrifices 
for 
the 
protection he gets and the country he 
gets in return. 
There is no reason 
why one woman’s son should go out 
and defend or be trained to defend 
another woman and her son who re­ 
fuses to take training or give service. 
The only democratic 
method 
is for 
every man in his 
youth 
to become 
trained in order that he may render 
efficient service 
if 
called 
upon in 
war.” 
* 
General Scott views a perilous sit­ 
uation with the eye of an experienced 
moldier, and it is worth while to re­ 
member that his opinion 
of

shared by many

duty manfully 
on the border.

the right of public service employes to 
strike be regulated by la w ?" 
"I ani not prepared to say that all 
u'age problems of the railroads should 
be placed unreservedly in the control 
of a public commission," 
said 
Lee 
“ but I do not believe that when a con­ 
troversy between the 
managements 
and the men reaches a stage where 
the interests of the public are im peril­ 
ed, that then, there should be a com­ 
pulsory peaceful settlement, a judicial 
settlement that w ill conserve the pub­ 
lic interest as well as the rights of 
the parties to the controversy. 
“ lf any body of men are required 
in the public duties if should be with 
th*1 
full 
understanding 
that 
their 
rights 
must be in every way safe­ 
guarded by tlie public. 
“ W e are ar the parting of the wavs. 
One road before us is a continuation 
of the system of unrestricted private 
wage bargaining that eventually leads 
to settlement by force. 
The other road is a restriction and 
regulation of private wage bargaining 
for the protection of the rights of the 
public— trial by jury instead o f trial 
by binito force. 
“ There would undoubtedly be ser­ 
ious confusion in the railroad rate 
structure of each new rate case w’ere 
brought before a new beard of investi­ 
gation with no previous exf>erience rn 
adjusting rates. 
The public would 
not 
tolerate such a system or lack 
of system in rate regulation. 
“ If 
the 
all-embracing 
commerce 
power under the constitution covers 
railroad w'ages as won 
as 
railroad 
rates, then the w ay w ill be open for 
congress to turn the whole problem 
of railroad wages over to 
the 
Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission."
